FAIL TO WITHDRAW 
ARIZONA IRISH BILL. 


PROPOSED SUBSTITUTE FOR 


{EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH } 

PHOENIX, Feb. 5.—By a vote of 
17 to 14; the lower house of the 
Arizona Legislature today sustained 
its action taken yesterday in passing 
a resolution favoring independence 
for Ireland. Reconéideration of the 
measure was called up by Repre- 
sentative Lines. Howard, favoring 
withdrawal of the resolution, ée- 


eclared that “we have no more right 
to mix in the domestic affairs of 
England than she has to in 
ours.”" Barrows asserted that the 
resolution was likely to embarrass 
American envoys at the Peace Con- 
ference.

18 (By mail to San Francisco, Feb. 
5.)—A petition signed by more than 
eighty of the most prominent and 
influential.

There was little debate on ene bill 
itself and opposition to the proposed 
increase in naval ships was voiced 
directly @niy by Representative Lit- 
tie of Kansas, Republican, who de- 
clared the construction woulda add 
to the country’s financial burdens ° ‘at 
a time when we have no enemy in 
the world.” | 

“WHIP AND SPU 

Representative Graham of [tlinois, 
Republican, declaring a desire for 
a big navy, said the new programme 
was “not extraordinarily large for 
our fujure safety,” but added that in 
voting for the expansion it would be 
humiliating to him if it appeared 
that he did so “by the whip and 
epur that is being administeted by 


the President.”” He referred to a

“It has been a, matter of extreme

'Maxun Gorky, a Russian novelist, who 
succeedéd an. becomiiug quite a fad among 
a ciass of so-calied “highbrows” a few years 
azo, has ‘en a “defense” of Bolshe- 
Yism—taat isd and bloody cult which, by 
its crimes «ad cruelties, bas added to the 
distress of 2 world already Gistressed be- 
yon? encurcnece. 

» This Gorky visited America some’ years 
ago accompanied by a famous Kwsslan act- 
ress who was not his wife.. They were re- 
fused saeliter in several leading hotels in 
Amorican cities. And they thought us. a 
very ertde and old-fashioned people because 
we locked wity disfaver on tree love and 
Other cardinal doctrines of advanced so- 
cialism. 

Gorky was then a sufferer from tubercu- 
losis, but~he~ seems ‘not to have had the 


disease to the extent of its endangering. 


his life, for he is gtill alive to pose as a 
prophet of Bolshevism. 

His novels wére tales. of alleged tyranny 
of the rich. ‘Parjor” Socialists and intense 
ladies who shriek during pink teas were 
his principal admirers. .AJl the protestors 
against Christian society as it has endeav- 
Ored to exist for the past 2000 years lined 
up as his followers. 

He had the trick of writing vividly. He 
knew how to mislead the unsophisticated. 
He could and did wring oceans of crocodile 
tears from thousands of sentimentalists 
who never gave as much as a crust to the 
hungry poor in‘all their lives. let alone to 
uplift by their philanthropy the struggling 
millions of the human race.

The proleta- 
riat whom he. professes to love with all the 
passion of his heart die in the cold, starved 
and murdered, while Lenine and Gorky and 
the other bloody bandits wax fat. 


The most grotesque statement made by 
Gorky in hfs défense of Bolshevism remains 
to be repeated.’ It is this: 

“The historians of the future,” says he, 
“when they come to estimate the value of 
the work that has been done by the Rus- 
Sian workers in the course of. a year will 
be wnable to avoid the magnificence of 
their creative work in the realm of cul- 
ture.” 

Well may wa ask the good God to save 
this troubled world from ruin when so pal- 
pably hypocritical an expression as this can 
lead men astray. 

Read that paragraph over again. How 
can the simplest and most unsophisticated 
mind fail to detect its Pree hypocrisy 
and vile dishonesty? 

“Cultare,” forsooth. We 
but this Bolshevik “cultute” coes even far- 
ther than that.

Col, Roosevelt would have been the first 
to denounce this movement if it had been 
started during his lifetime; for the redeem- 
ing feature of all his crusades and vagaries 
was that he never faltered for an-instant 
He never per- 
mitted any intellectual anarchists or in- 
ternational Socialists to warp his thorough- 
ly-American judgment. It is not surprising 
that some of the Congressmen who op- 
posed the declaration of war should now 
align themselves with the party of the 
world proletariat: but one would have sup- 
posed that persons of the wide political ex- 
perience of Jane Addams and Cifford Pin- 
chot would ‘display ‘better judgme Ray- 
mond Robbins is ag fanatical as a Robes- 
pierre and it is not so surprising that his 
mediocre. judgment should have been 
warped by a six months’ stay in Russia. 

What the Bolshevist forces lack most in 
this country is a veneer of respectability 
that would enable them to conduct their 
campaign without government interference. 
The European cables disclose that they 
have selzed upon the perticipation of these 
former Progressive leade.s in their Wash- 
ington movement to represent that it Is 
established on a_ political and moral basis 
in America. English French news pa- 
per readers were informed Monday mern- 
ing that some of the great leaders of- Amer- 
ican thought were taking an active part tn 
the PBolshevist campaign here. In the be- 
ginning we doubted the judgement of the 
former Progressive leaders: we may end 
by doubting their sanity. : 
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A BIG NAVY? 

“Open covenants openly arrived at” 
must have been intended to relate to for- 
eign affairs only: 
in domestic polities. The country is nat- 
urally inquiring why the government sheuld 
propose a navy budget’ which contemplates 
building a navy in seven years that will 
equal that of Great. Britain when we are 
fully convinced that we stand on the thresh- 
old of a new industriel era, in which the 
peace of the world will be guaranteed by 


an international League of Nations. 


The American people have never inten- 
tionally stinted either their army or navy. 
When either has been permitted to dete- 
riorate it was because the pcliticians were 
diverting all the public revenues for purely 
political. purposes without the country be- 
ing aware of it. The public will support 
the greater navy project if the government 
agrees upon that plan; but it is not sur- 
prising that. we should ask why such a pro- 
gramme is necessary. 

That question has been asked repeatedly 
of late from both administration and ‘oppo- 
sition seats in Congress. On Monday a ca- 
blegram was feceived by Congressman Pad- 
rett of the House Naval Comniittee whiéh, 
hs .says, contains President Wilson's an- 
swer. But that. cablezgram was intended 
for Democrats only. It is guarded as close- 
ly from Republican members of Congress 
as though it were a statement of Demo- 
cratic campaign expenses. That brand of 
diplomacy is new to the United States; It 
is a strictly European product and carries 
party government to an extent hitherto un- 
nown on this side the Atlantic. The Amer- 
ican people have placed fatih in the ad- 
ministration; but that faith wiil not survive 
an era of secret party diplomacy. Not even 
politics can make faith and ‘@uspicion con- 
genial bedfellows.

Alt JOBS POLITICAL JOBS. 

When the Constitution was 
formed it was the idea of its framers 
that the people should support the 
government; but the modern politician 
has ordained that the government shall 
support a very considerable minority 
of the people. 

It is an old story that in life one 
must be either the hammer or the 
anvil. *The politician is the hammer 
and the public his anvil.’ Recent po- 
ae evelopments in a number of 
Bri municipalities reveal that pub- 
lic ownership of all public utilities is a 
highly valuable means towards the end 
the politician seeks, viz., getting enough 
members of one’s party on the public 


_ pay roll to control all elections. 


Socialism is denounced by the mod- 
ern polititian because it is not popular; 
but he adheres strictly to the Socialistic 
theory of giving the government com- 
plete control of all means of production 
and distribution. of wealth. Govern- 
ments are necessarily run by politicians. 
Naturally, the more lines of industry 
the government operates the more jobs, 
the more patronage, the more secure 
the tenure of office and the greater the 
influence of the political boss. There 
is but a single limit to the politician's 
ambition; it is necessary that enough 
people shall be kept in the anvil! class 
to earn in private industry the money 
to support the new Socialist bureaucra- 
cy. But the office-holding class has 
grown and multiplied, and has so en- 
croached on the numbers constituting 
the governed that it would not require 


a great stretch of the .imagination to 


picture the time when but a single pri- 
vate producer will remain in the com- 


monwealth, and upon him will rest . 


the burden of supporting the rest of 
the community in their sinecures. 

Conditions in Glasgow, a city ad- 
dicted to excessive municipalization of 
industry, have caused that municipality 
to be likened to a bureaucratic alms-. 
house where every citizen performs 
some kind of public service and is sup- 
ported by a municipal pension. 

If the ratio of increase in municipal 
and State pay rolls of the last eight 
years were to prevail for the next 
twenty years—if other lines of industry 
are to follow the railroads and the tele- 
graph lines and all their employees are 
to be made political’ ofice-holders— 
then more (4.an half the population of 
California will be on the State or mu- 


nicipal pay rolls; and the other half will 


have been ruined in business and will 
be living in some public institution sup- 
ported by the State. : 


GOVERNMENT OWNERSHIP 
AND BUREAUCRACY. 


[From America, a Catholic Review.] 

The man who thinks chat government 
ownership of public utilities and resources 
means elther that he is going to get some- 
thing for nothing or an improved service 
at a lower cost may profitably study the fe- 
sults of Federal control of the American 
railways. The pixin conclusion is that with 
the government in charge the roads have 
given a poorer service at a higher cost, 
Under private ownership about 69 per cent, 
of the grose earnings were used for operat- 
ing expenses, but the government could 
not get along without an expenditure of 
nearly 80 per cent., and even with this the 
service Was notably infertor. All over the 
country train accommodations were re- 
duced, the percentage of trains not on time 
steadfly. increased, ani while freight and 
passenger tariffs were advanced, the deficit 
for the ten months ending Cctober, 1918, 
was about $192,000,000. The net result of 
government. control appears to be that the 
government can no longer afford to operate 
the roads at the present rate, and the prt- 
vate companies are afreid to take them 
back, saddled with the det piled on them 
by the government. As a raflroad man- 
ager Uncle Sam has proved an expensive 


‘joke. 


‘No one objected to government control, 
viewed simply as a war measure, so long as 
the supreme business of the country was 
to win the war. But that purpose has now 
been accompiished, and there is no reason 
to believe that the government can do bet- 
ter in the doldrum times of peace than in 
the. critical days when the enemy was at 
the gates. Many purely economic ques- 
tions involved in the case have now been 
answered, but the political implicationg In- 
volved in government contro! are graver 
and even more menacing, since they are 
not so clearly understood. .“imperstive de- 
mands for higher wages,” observes the New 
York Times. “canact safely be disregarded 
by politicians.” An army of government 
employees, all with the vote, would be far 
more dangerous to the wetfare of the coun- 
try than the standing armies in time of 
peace, Without the vote, so feared by our 
fathers. “Nothing will ruin the cenntry,” 
wrote Webster, “if the people themselves 
will undertake its safety: and nothing can 
save it if they leave that safety in any 
hands but their own.” With bureaucrats 
and politicians at Washington in charge of 
the railways, the mines, the forests, the 
fisheries and the schools, and manipulating 
the vote through ell these channels, the col- 


‘lapse of what we vow call our representa- 


tive government Would not be far off.

Alvandros Yield

Attorney Seek Release | 
on n Lowered Bail. 


Indictments Charge Larceny 
and Extortion. | 


After avoiding the authorities for 
six days, Carlos de Alvandros, known 
as a Brazilian spirit medium, and 
G. B. Mohr an alleged broker, both 
indicted by the grand jury as the 
result of the recent investigation of 
so-called spooks in Los Angeles, sur- 


rendered themselves in Judge Craig's 
Mohr, who is ac- 


cused of larceny of $600 by the sale 
of bogus mining stock to John 
produced bonds for $5000 
and was released until his trial. 

In the same indictment, P. H 
(Paddy) Kean and Alvandros were 
also accused of larceny by trick and 
device. 

Alvandros . appeared in ‘Judge 
Craig’s court with his attorney, .. 
L. Belt. The latter announced that 
he has obtained sureties for $7500 
for Alvandros, and he will try to 
have bail reduced from $15,000, as 
it now stands for three indictments. 
Failing in this, he will endeavor to 
obtain Alvandros’s liberty by other 
legal means, With the surrender of 
Mohr and Alvandros ali four per- 
sons indicted in the spook cases 
have been arrested 

Mrs. Jean Lounsberry, who is at 
liberty on $2500 bonds, and Kean 
and Alvandros were accused in one 
indictment of extortion from Samuel 
I. Wilson, a bean grower of Santa 
Ana. This indictment is based on 
the alleged attempt to entangle Mr. 
Wilson with Mrs. Lounsberry and 
is based on a series of letters ad- 
dressed, admittedly by Mrs. Louns- 
berry, to “Dear Sam.” There gre 
four counts against all three.
